Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the fixed stress referenced in paragraph 95 is an 
amount of stress applied during manufacturing of the coating. This stress is not directly related to the stress applied by mechanical 
actuators in the end product to compensate for dispersion. Paragraphs 50-52 describe a feedback process that measures dispersion 
using a PMD detector (406). The detector output is provided to a processor which in response desirably controls the compensator device 
(ie: the piezoelectric actuators of the compensator) to lower the amount of PMD. The reference is clear that this is a "closed-loop 
feedback control system". The detector measures the dispersion, the processor applies DC voltages to the piezoelectric actuators of the 
compensator device, and the amount of stress (and thus PMD) is determined from the DC voltages. Again, the detector measures the 
dispersion and the closed loop process repeats. Paragraphs 50-52 clearly show variable tuning the voltage and thus the dispersion 
compensation based upon the detected dispersion in the feedback loop system. 
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
